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Louvain and Ireland 


When I heard the Vicomte Charles 
Terlinden broadcasting from 2RN the 
other night on Louvain and Ireland (writes 
a-correspondent), I was pleased to hear 


him refer to the connection of Florence 
Conry, Archbishop of Tuam, with that 
great seat of learning. It would, I 


suppose, have been outside the scope of 
the Vicomte’s address to mention that two 
great scholars, whose names have cropped 
up in the recent celebrations of the More 
and Bede centenaries; had also contact 
with Louvain. One of these was fhe cele- 
brated Erasmus, one of Europe's most 
illustrious humanists. Louvain, however, 
was not much in tune with Erasmus’s 
religion of pure spirit, and, as we know, 
he betook himself elsewhere. Louvain was 


_always a centre of great intellectual and 


philosophical activity, and Conry was un- 
doubtedly one of its most esteemed orna- 
ments when he read deeply in Saint 
Augustine, and became one of the most 
brilliant exponents of the doctrine of 
grace. Pascal regarded Conry as one of 
the ablest of Augustinian scholars, and, 
indeed, he ranked as high as Jansenius 
and Bois, both of whom were also attracted 
to Louvain. In Conry’s time Jansenius 
had not fully developed the position now 
known as Jensenist, and Conry’s work did 
not fall under the ban of Rome. 
significant, however, that years after his 
death a work of Conry’s was reprinted as 
an appendix to the ‘‘ Augustinius “ of 
Jansenius. 


Gaelic Achievements 


The cultivation of Gaelic prose and 
verse and the study of Gaelic literature, 
history and law, were among the higher 
achievements of Irishmen at Louvain. In 
Latin, in canon law, in philosophy, these 
cosmopolitans by compulsion, as some- 
hody called them, were the peers of any 
of the European scholars of their day. In 
Gaelic letters they outshone most oftheir 
contemporaries. Lynch, himself one of 
them, and distinguished as the author of 
Cambrensis Eversus, praised 
historical comparison and feared not to 
liken them to native scholars of the early 
English. ‘‘ The grand. object of their 
zeal,”’ he said, “has been to keep it 
alive, like the Anglo-Saxon monks of the 
Monastery of Tavistock, ‘who formerly 
took the English language under their 
protection, and established Saxon lectures 
in their monastery, lest the knowledge of 
the language might be lost.’’ An informer 
reported of James Archer, of Kilkenny, 
that he “ did swear against Her Majesty's 
jurisdiction in Louvain, and to read not 
mm no English book.” The first Gaelic 
work from their pens was a catechism in 
1611, written by Bonaventure O’Hassey, 
an authority on Irish metrics, and it was 
the first of a noble series of works both 
secular and religious. It was, I think, 
this O’Hussey who wrote in Irish from 
Douai to Father Robert Nugent at Lou- 
vain, saying that he had been invited to 
carry on his studies at Salamanca and 
Valladolid, but he preferred Louvain for 
his studies, and there he said he would be 
jn the company of Nugent himself, ‘and 
of the son of the exiled Earl of Tyrone. 
IA guardian of the convent at Louvain, 
Hugh Ward, began the collection of ma- 
terial for the lives of the Irish saints, 
which his colleague, John Colgan, author 
also of the Trias Thaumaturga, car- 
ried on after Ward’s death. Ward, too, 
inspired the compilation of the ‘‘ Annals 
of the Four Masters,” and he is but one 
of scores of noted Irish writers who 
laboured in the Belgian University, 


Ghe Irish Blas 


A friend who refuses to pass judgment 
on the derivation of the word “ hooligan,”’ 
as a young rowdy, from a Cockney pro- 
munciation of the surname Houlihan, 
gives me some curious examples of English 
failure to pronounce Jrish names.

He was quite a charming young 
man, well read, and interested in people 
and in affairs as well as in his military 
work, but ail efforts to get him te pro- 
nounce these two citizens’ names as any- 
thing but ‘‘ O’Keef-ah”’ and ‘‘ Cuff-ah ” 
were hopeless failures. I remember, too 
(adds my friend), that when a corporal 
was taking down names in his notebook he 
asked one man in whose name the letter 
“h’’ occurred to spell it for him. The 
corporal failed even ere’ horribly to 
understand what letter was meant by the 
Jrishman’s pronunciation of “h,” and in 
the end the whole name had to be written 
down for him, and then he beamed with 
delight when he recognised the letter, A

Traffic. Rules 


I wonder when thé- authorities in the | 


Free State propose to adopt and enforce 
some of the traffic regulations which have 
been found necessary in other countries? 
Dublin, for instance, is gradually being 
surrounded with what are known in 
England as “ built-up areas,” and some 
restriction on the speed of motor vehicles 
in these districts would appear to be re- 
quired. Another circumstance which is 
often the subject of comment by visitors 
is that there is no rule concerning the 
position of cyclists on the roads. During 
the recent tram strike motorists have had 
to exercise great care, especially at 
corners, where it was quite a common 
experience to meet a group of cyclists 
spread out across the road. It is parti- 
cularly desirable; on our narrow roads, 
that cyclists should not ride more than 
two abreast.. Surely the time has also 
arrived when something should be done to 
bring this city up-to-date by providing 
automatic traffic control, and thereby 
releasing Guards to deal with the many 
other affairs which require their urgent 
attention. 


I suppose there are few people, even 
among those who take no interest in 
astronomical matters, who have failed to 
notice the brilliant star which appears 
suddenly in the western sky each evening 
just above the spot where the sun has gone 
down. No other object in space, except 
the moon, is as near to us as this star, the 
planet Venus, which has been rising higher 
and growing brighter during the past few 
weeks. Seen through a powerful telescope, 
Venus appears as a white object, on 
account of the density of its atmosphere, 
which prevents astronomers learning | 
much of what is happening on the planet’s 
surface. Observers in America reported 
some time ago that spectroscopic analysis 
of light from the atmosphere of Venus 
revealed carbon-dioxide, which is neces- 
sary to vegetable life. No oxygen has yet 
been reported from this source, but where 
carbon-dioxide and vegetable life exist 
together the latter will gradually convert 
the carbon-dioxide into oxygen, go that 
animal life becomes possible. Indeed, 
some astronomers think that Venus is more 
likely to be the abode of life than Mars. 
It is easier to observe the surface, of the 
latter planet, on which certain markings 
are quite distinct ; but the most powerful ' 
telescope in existence cannot pierce the 
thick white clouds in which Venus is 
continually wrapped. :

Knowing that there is much dis- 
similarity of tastes in such matters, I 
returned to town leaving the story behind 
me. But later I learned that it had 
created quite a small furere in the 
locality, where it had been passed around 
from reader to reader. The story, I think, 
is one that tends to produce in its open- 
ing pages a repellant effect upon the 
reader; or, at least, to appear of quite a 
mediocre quality, and it is only upon 
further perusal that the interest becomes 
absorbing.

W. J. Murphy s Boxing Career 
A MAN who played a prominent part 
in Ireland's astonishing rise in the 
world of amateur boxing from nothing to 
being one of the leading nations in the 
world in the course of ten years has just 
fought his last big fight. He is W. J 
“ Boy” Murphy, who ended his career 
last Friday night in Cork with ‘a victory 
over Private OWonnell, the Leinster 
cruiser-weight representative, in. the 
Duggan Shield inter-provincial final. Very 
few amateurs have had a longer or more 
distinguished ring career than this great 
boxer. As Army middle-weight champion, 
he took part in the first international 
in which an Irish amateur team com- 
ted—against Scotland, in Glasgow, in 
1924. He then joined the Civic Guards, 
and from that onwards, for several years, 
was a regular member of the Irish team, 
having a brilliant record of victorios, 
among his victims being such famous 
boxers as Soderberg, of Sweden; Niesing, 
Fanger and Pistulla, of Germany, 
and V. A. Stuart, who won the A.B.A. 
heavy-weight title on two occasions. 
Murphy was three ti..2s Trish cruiser- 
weight champion—in 1928, 1929 and 1932, 
and Tailteann champion in 1928 and 1952. 
He was also a member of the Olympic 
Games team in Amsterdam in 1928, and 
had a memorable battle with his old rival, 
Pistulla. He put the latter down for two 
long counts, but the German, neverthe- 
less, got the decision which Murphy 
seemed to have earned. Always a tre- 
mendously hard hitter, he was an ex- 
tremely clever boxer also, and in his later 
years was extremely adept at covering up 
his lack of speed about the ring. Under 
his guidance, the Clonmel Club has 
become the leading Irish provincial club.

A large increase in the nnmber of nersons 
treated with radium during the year 1934 was 
recorded in the report of the Irish Radium 
Committee, which was read by Dr. H. H. 
Poole, Registrar to the Royal Dublin Society, 
at a scientific meeting, held at the Society’s 
premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday. The re- 
port stated that 511 batches of radium tubes 
were issued, as compared with 306 in 1933. 
On the other hand, the continued ten- 
dency towards the use of smaller doses had 
reduced the total quantity of radium issued 
to 11,744 millicuries, as compared with 12,996 
millicuries in 1933. | 
_No important changes had been made in 
the technique of preparation of the tubes. 
In addition to reports from the larger users 
of radium, returns of the number of cases 
treated with radium, either alone or in con- 
junction with mm or X-ray, had been 
received from the Rotunda Hospital, Dublin 
(six cases), and the Central Hospital, Galway 
(three cases). 
The total number of cases, recorded from 
po received, was 632 (486 malignant and 
146 non-malignant), a large increase on the 
nuihber (466) treated in 1933.

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Shackle-Smashing

been striking them off, one by one, to the 
accompanying plaudits of the Fianna Fail 
back-benchers. He began with the Oath of 
Allegiance to the King; then he combed 
the Constitution for further symbols oí 
British tyranny, abolishing them sertatim 
with a great show of determination, until, 
finally, he tackled the Senate, which 
recently received the coup de grace. The 
interesting thing about most of President 
de Valera's ‘‘ shackles ’’ is that they exist, 
as such, only in his own imagination, He 
has been playing ducks and drakes with 
the Constitution for the last three years, 
half-fearing, half-hoping that Great 
Britain would interfere with him, and seek 
to assert her rights under the Treaty of

Their effect 
was to establish minimum rates of pay 
and maximum hours of work for the 
employés in every industry ; and they were 
used also to prevent cut-throat competi- 
tion between the different firms in an 
industry. It is certain that they did not 
achieve all that the President and his 


certain that, even where they did not 
create an actual increase of employment, 
at least they served to prevent any 
further decline, and the majority of 
observers is inclined to the view that they 
were a valuable expedient. Many indus- 
tries accepted them gladly and worked 
them loyally; but many others have 
objected stubbornly to the principle of 
the codes, have worked them only under 
constant pressure and supervision, and 
have taken every opportunity to evade 
their obligations. To these 
industries the Supreme Court's decision 
has brought unbounded delight. They 
regard it, accurately enough, as . victory 
over the President ; they are bragging that 
the — “Constitution has been re- 
stored ”; and, in all probability, they 
will return at the earliest possible 
moment to the old laissez-faire system, 
which, in President Roosevelt’s eyes, 
meant American destruction.

Roosevelt's Dilemma 


The complete overthrow of President 
Roosevelt’s policy embodied in the 
National Recovery Act has caused quite 
a sensation here, and in the city there 
was much speculation as to the — 
outcome of the situation, which may 
become dangerous so far as finance is 
concerned. The surprising factor in the 
United States’ position is that the 
National Recovery Act has been allowed 
to proceed so far without opinion being 
definite 
even more imporiant decision of the Unite: 
States Supreme Court is that Congress has 
not the constitutional power to fix wages 
and hours, and this pam, ect is so deiinite 
that it the power is to be retained it wil! 
require an amendment to the Constitution. 
Constitutional amendments are not easy 
to secure, however, as they se ae a 
three-quarters majority of the individual! 
State Legislatures, and at present a 
number of these are turning against the 
Roosevelt policy. 


A Mistaken Policy 


The defeat of President Roosevelt was 
not unexpected,-and possibly he himsel!

the printing of £4,000.000,000 in paper 
money. It was apparent some montiis 
ugo, however. that his policy of inflation, 
added to minimum wages and maximui 
hours, was proving a failure, and that 
President Roosevelt was turning his mind 
in the direction of sound finance “ml the 
eventual stabilisation of exchanges. |; 
is not at all unlikely that the Presiden: 
may welcome the course of events, 01d 
farewell to his mistaken advisers, and 
endeavour to pursue more conservative 
financial measures. There will be a 
terrible mez: to clear up, however, before 
he can embark on new methods. President 
Roosevelt, for some time past, has been 
most anxious to bring about a worid 
stabilisatiom conference, and he may soon 
make tentative proposals to some of the 
European countries.

Samh share-pushers in London 

are gradually extending their field of 
operations in the Irish Free State by using 
the long-distance telephone or prepaid 
reply telegram. The procedure is to make 
a trunk call to the victim who has been 
singled out for picking. On the pretence 
that his or her name has been mentioned 
by a friend as that of a possible investor 
in certain mine or oil shares, the. victim is 
told of the attractiveness of the invest- 
ment, the high rate of dividend which may 
be expected, and urged to buy at once. 

If the first trunk call is not successful, 
from the share-pusher’s point of view, a 
second, third, and even a fourth long- 
distance call is not unlikely. As a matter 
of fact, a prominent Dublin professional 
man recently had four trunk calls from an 
unknown firm of share-pushers, who 
claiméd that he was the very “ide they 
sought as a buyer of certain shares. The 
sellers were put off on the plea that the 
selected investor had no more money to 
invest. 


SENT TWO MEN FROM 
LONDON 


This rebuff was not enough for the share- 
pushers. They actually sent two repre- 
sentatives to visit the Dublin investor 
whom they proposed to fleece, but again 
without effect, since the intended victim 
| said he had all his money safely invested 
and would not make any change. 

A less experienced and more easily 
gullible person than the Dublin investor 
referred to might be induced to purchase 
worthless shares by the persistence and 
persuasiveness of such share-pushers with 
disastrous results to themselves. 

A case in point occurred some months 
ago in Dublin when a man, in search of 
investments for his money, was virtually 
robbed of nearly a thousand pounds by 
plausible share-pushers. 

These share-pushing operations are 
chiefly conducted from London, and as 
members of the Stock Exchange are not 
allowed to advertise, circulars and letters 
from alleged stockbrokers boosting com- 
panies that yield marvellous dividends 
should always be regarded with suspicion. 

Questions regarding promising invest- 
ments can best be referred to members 
of the Stock Exchanges in Dublin, Cork 
and Belfast. They have a reputation to 
maintain, and will be only too glad to 
help investors, Big sums of money will 
be saved by prospective investors if they 
take this suggestion, which will protect 
them ‘against the wiles of persistent 
share-pushers.

£400 rising to £500, with a local allowance 
of £300, and a representation allowance of 
£150, and rent allowance of £150 if un- 
married, and £170 if married.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—France passed through a critical 
day yesterday, and at its close it seemed 


-that the difficulties of the Treasury for 


the three days before June 1 would 
probably be surmounted unless a political 
crisis supervenes, but, in any case, the 
larger problem of establishng the national 
finances upon a sound basis remains to 
be faced. Unless the drastic remedial 
measures, which were not outlined to the 
Chamber yesterday, but which the French 
Government is understood to have framed, 
can be carried through within a reasonable 
eriod, these crises of the franc will 
Cae recurrent, and each crisis will be 
more serious than the last. Every suc- 
cessive alarm diminishes public confidence, 
and there is no real chance of improvement 
unless, and until, the Budget is balanced. 
The preamble to the bill introduced into 
the Chamber yesterday mentioned the 
permanency of the deficit, and it is un- 
doubtedly this persistent disequilibrium 
of the Budget which alarmed, first 
the business world, and now the 
general public. So long as the national 
cdmsiplinhian continues to spend more 
than it receives it will fail to win the 
trust of a thrifty and hard-headed people. 
Neither devaluation nor deflation by itself 
can restore the credit of the State. There 
is a difference of opinion in France—as 
there is always in a country in simitar 
difficulties—about financial remedics, but 
no remedy can avail if over-spending is 
to be chronic. | 
Unfortunately, M. Germain-Martin, the 
Finance Minister, seems to have been 
ineffective in presenting the bill for 
plenary powers to the Chamber yesterday, 
and the danger of a political crisis being 
superimposed upon the financial crisis is 
by no means removed. No other Govern- 
ment commanding the same degree of Par- 
liamentary support is in sight, and the 
determination of M. Flandin not to en- 
force unmitigated deflation at the behest 
of the financiers has won him popular 
support, which may yet ensure the survival 
of his Ministry.

International speculation, it is declared 
in the preamble to the bill, after attacking 
successively the various gold bloc 
countries, is now turned against the franc. 

The text of the bill, which contains one 
clause only, declares: 

‘*The Senate and Chamber delegate to 


| the Government power to take, to Decem- 


ber 31, 1955, all measures having the force 
of law necessary to realise the restoration 
of public finances, the recovery of public 
activity, the defence of public credit and 
the maintenance of currency. These 
decrees, taken in the Council of Ministers, 
will be submitted to the ratification of 
Parliament before July 3lst, 1936.’ : 


WITHDRAWALS OF GOLD 


The preamble of the bill states that the 
attack on the franc has led to considerable 
withdrawals of gold from the Bank of 
France, the correlative contraction of the 
Money market, the reimbursements of 
Treasury Bonds, an increase of short-term 
interest rates, an appreciable drop in the 
Government Bonds, and an important rise 
in stocks and shares. Over three milliard 
frances in gold left the Bank of France at 
the week ended May 24th. 

“ For one month forward the premium 
on sterling rose from 0.12 francs to over 
2 francs yesterday, giving capital invested 
in these operations over a 30 per cent. per 
annum yield. 

“The situation has rapidly grown worse 
in the past fortnight. Though the recent 
Posts and Telegraphs Loan has been a real 
success, it only enabled the Treasury to 
meet particularly heavy commitments, It 
is, therefore, necessary to take other steps 
to ensure the ease of the public funds. 

“ This situation is the result of a grave 
evolution which the Government can only 
stem by demanding means to ensure the 
immediate recovery. The French economic 
and monetary situation does not justify 
attacks by speculators. 


BUDGETARY DEFICIT 


“IS is repeated that it was the 
Budgetary deficit which finally created a 
lack of confidence and a threat to the 
franc. ‘The permanency of the deficit is 
a sign that France maintains its expendi- 
ture above the level of taxation capacity, 
and this, by rendering necessary a 
reiterated recourse to loans, might finally 
‘dry up the very sources of borrowing. 

“The Budgets for the years 1930 to 1934 
inclusive showed a total deficit of 
27,617,000,000 francs. The _ resultant 
borrowing costs three milliards annually 
in interest. 

“What is the remedy? Technical 
measures tending to raise the price of 
money and discourage speculation. But 
this is insufficient alone, as is shown by 
the fact that 1,160,000,000 francs of gold 
was withdrawn yesterday, despite the suc- 
cessive increase in the bank rate. 

“To put an end to hemorrhage of gold 
requires psychological as well as technical 
treatment. Some propose de-valuation. 
The Government remains convinced that 
such a measure would provide no solution 


of the problem. It would only supply a 
— palliative, and would finally 
involve general national impoverishment. 


SPECIAL POWERS NEEDED 


** A solution of the Budgetary problem 
not being sufficient to guarantee financial 
salvation, it must be included in a whole 
series of authoritative measures, the 
object of which is to give the general 
economy of the country a new life. This 
is why the Government has asked for 
special powers 

““In the international domain; the 
Government is determined to make every 
effort to obtain stabilisation of currencies, 
and at the same time to collaborate by 
constructive proposals in an increase of 
international trade. This will be the best 
means of saving the world from a fresh 
compression of gold prices. 

“In. the internal domain the Govern- 


ment intends to act on production 
costs. The lowering of the interest rate 
is bound to follow. The Government 
favours. the alleviation of taxes most 


directly incorporated in production costs. 
The Government, therefore, asks Parlia- 
ment to vote a bill authorising it to take 
immediate action.” 

The preamble gives no details of the 
measures the Government propose to 
adopt.

NOT HAPPILY SELECTED 
Mr. F. MacDERMOT said that he did not 


see any reason why the Dail should accept 
this estimate. The Governor-General received 
a salarv of £2,000 from the Central Fund, 
and that seemed amvie remuneration for the 
duties he had to perform, These duties had 
been reduced to very modest hmits, indeed, 
and were of a kind that could be, performed 
by a junior clerk. Even in such a formal 
matter as the representation of His Majesty 
the King or the occasion of the reception of 
diplomatic representatives for foreign countries 
the duties had bee wndertaken by the 
President of the Executive Council, and the 
Governor-General had to that extent been 
relieved. 

He frankly confessed that he did not regard 
the present occupant of the position of 
Governor-General as having . been happy 
selected. He thought that some more suitable 
type of Governor-General could have been 
selected: In ptoportion to the duties 
the present Governor-General was asked to 
perform the establishment that was provided 
for him was nothing short of grotesque. He 
defied anybody to suggest why the Governor- 
General should be provided at the public 
expense with a private secretary, a chaplain, 
a motor car, and an official residence, and 
the wherewithal to keep it up, 'n view of the 
fact thal he has already a salary of £2,009 
a vear.. He thought that in the present 
condition of the country, and in view of the 
Budget they had hefore them and the neces- 
sity of imposing tax«s un the food supplies 
of the poorest of the poor, there could he 
no excuse fer asking the House to accept that 
vote. 


EASTER SUNDAY CEREMONY 
Mr. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin, N.) said

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT 


Mr. DE VALERA, replying, said ‘that he 
could sympathise to a considerable extent 
with the attitude of deputies who thought 
that, under present conditions, they could 
hardly ask the Dail to pass this vote. But 
he would point out that there was an article 
mn the Constitution, and until they removed 
it--and if the deputies here assist there is 
no reason why it should not be—— 

Mr. MULCAHY—This has nothing to do 
with the establishment. 

Mr. DE VALERA—It has. The last line 
in the article says: “ And suitable provision 
shall ve made out of this fund for the 
maintenance for his official residence and 
esti blishment.”’ 

Mr. MacDERMOT—What is “ suitable ”’ 

Mr. DE VALERA—That is the question. 

Mr. DE VALERA, continuing, said that 
when they were In opposition and considered 
that the total sum that was being expended 
on the then occupant of the office amounted 
to £25,665, he used to complain that the 
provision made was quite unnecessary. They 
had veduced that provision to such an extent 
that the total amount now expended in the 
office was one-sixth of what was provided 
then.

Mr. DE VALERA—If 1 can get any indi- 
cation from the Deputies on the opposite 
benches, that their heart is behind their 
siatements I might go to the Dail and’explain 
it in full. I am afraid that the criticism we 
ave getting from these benches is fot too 
sincere in this matter. If those who are 
criiicising the amount we are providing were 
put here they would be moving an estimate 
as large as they moved in 1931-32, which was 
six times larger than the amount we are 
asking for.

Mr. MacDERMOT said that they were not 
in favour of abolishing the office of the King’s 
representative in this country, but they were 
in favour of reducing the provision for that 
representative to a figure that was in some 
proportion to the duties he was allowed to 
perform under the present Government. 

Mr. DE VALERA-—I thought that there 
was not a great-deal of sincerity about the 
criticism. 


WHAT IS A VICEROY? 


Continuing, President DE VALERA said 
that unless the Governor-General performed 
functions other than those which it was the 
policy of the Govermment he should perform 
—and he believed the policy of the country— 
and unless the Governor-General went bevond 
those functions and became something like a 
Viceroy, the Opposition apparently would not 
vote sufficient financial provision. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—Have we not a Viceroy 
at present ?

T com was considerable interest in the 


Committee stage of the Road and 
Railway Transport Bill in the Northern 
House of Commons to-day. 

Mr. H. Midgley (Labour) moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that the Transport Board 
should contain one member appointed after 
cons: It:t'oa with organisations representative 
of Labour, He said that the National Union 
of Railwaymen, the Amalgamated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association and Transport 
Workers were united that this point of view 
should be pressed. 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir 
Dawson Bates) said that they could not 
accept the amendment which cut across the 
principal referred to on several occasions— 
namely, a board that did not consist of 
sectional interests: 

The amendment was negatived without a 
division. 

Under Clause 4 Mr. Midgley moved a 
further am®ndment that the Transport Board 
shall be under the control of the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, and shall be responsible to 
the Ministry for the manner in which the 
duties are executed. The Minister of Home 
Affairs shall have power to veto or alter 
any proposal or policy of the Board, and 
be responsible to the Houses of Parliament 
for the operation of the Board. He said 
that the best way to ensure the rights and 
privileges of the public was to make the 
Board responsible to the House of Commons. 

The Minister of Home Affairs said that 
the amendment struck at the whole principle 
of the bill. This was to be a nublic trust 
carrving on trading operations in an essential 
public service. and subject to the ultimate 
power of the Minister to remove any members 
of the Board. The Board also would he 
subject to a tribunal. The Board would be 
left to carry on its undertaking free from any 
political control. The effect of the amend- 
ment would be to make the Minister of Home 
Affairs responsible for the administration of 
the undertaking, and the proposal really 
amounted to nationalisation, although Mr. 
Midgley refrained from using that word. 


A PLEBISCITE? 


Mr, W. J. Nixon (Indept. Unionist) said 
there was no demand for the bill, and if it 
was submitted to a plebiscite it would be 
thrown out to-morrow.

Mr. Nixon said that the Board would he 
free from Parliamentary control, and no 
other board that had been set up would have 
as free a hand as this Board was going to 
have. Although appointed by Parliament 
and subsidised by Parliament, yet it would 
not be subject to Parliament. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nat.) said that 
once they began to control private enterprise 
they did not know where to stop. 


CHEAP EXCURSIONS 
Mr. G. B. Hanna, K.C. (Parliamentary 


Secretary), replying, denied that cheap ex- 
cursions would be finished under the bill. 
They would be fostered and encouraged. 

Regarding the allegations of lack of con- 
trol over the boards, Mr: Hanna said that 
the public had the right of appeal to a 
tribunal, and eventually to the High Court. 

The clause was carried by 28 votes to 2. 

Mr. A. Black, K.C. (U.) did not vote. 

An amendment to Clause 6, the effect of 
which was to issue the stock of the Board 
to the public, instead of to private indivi- 
duals, was moved by Mr. Midgley. He 
said that he objected to a private monopoly. 

The Minister refused the amendment, re- 
marking that it involved nationalisation, 
which the Government was not prepared to 
accept. 

The ameadment was defeated. 

Mr. Campbell, K.C. (Nat.) moved that the 
personnel of the Joint Committee represeit- 
ing the railways and the Board should be 
increased from six to seven. He added that 
it was unfair to give the railway companies 
one-half of the votes on this Joint Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. H. Minford (U.) also urged that there 
should be an independent member of the 
committee. 

Mr. G. B. Hanna said that he could not 
accept the amendment, which was defeated 
without a division. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs accepted an amend- 
ment in the name of Sir Robert Lynn and 
Messrs. Minford and Crawford excepting 
from the operation of the bill the carriage 
of. whole milk, cream or skim milk. 


HOTEL-KEEPERS 


Mr. P. O'Neill (N., Mourne) moved an 
amendment to enable hotel-keepers to con- 
tinue to organise tourist parties atid en- 
courage the. tourist traffic. 

The Parliamentary Secretary said that he 
had considerable sympathy with the amend- 
ment, but they must endeavour to confine 
transport to transport organisations.

This decision is based on the German copy- 
right law. | 

Defendant was further held liable to reveal 
the extent to which such records have been 
broadcast since April 8th of this year, and to 
pay the plaintiffs’ damages on that basis, 

The Court found, however, that the gramo- 
phone companies could not claim damages for 
the broadcast of musical records, as these are 
specially exempted from the German copy“ 
right law . The Court further decided that 
the piamtiffs had to pay nine-tenths and the 
defendant one-tenth of the coats.

BILL TO PROHIBIT GIN 
TRAPS 


In the House of Lords last night Lord 
Tredegar moved the second reading of a bill 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale of gin 
traps. He said that he was pleading the 
cause of those poor creatures which were un- 
able to speak for themselves. Adjacent to 


blackbirds, thrushes, woodpeckers, and a pea- 
cock had been caught in gin traps. The gin 
trap was responsible for catching every year 
1,800,000 birds, 120,000 cats, and 26,000,000 
rabbits. 

The Earl of [lchester, moving the rejection 
of the bill, said that he did so at the request 
of the British Sports Society. Personally, he 
hated traps, but it was not possible to do 
without them. No real substitute for traps 
had yet been found, though a prize of £300 
had been offered. 

Lord O’Hagan said that he had every 
sympathy with those who desired to 
prevent avoidable cruelty, and he suggested 
that. in the event of the bill being given a 
second reading, it should be sent to a Select 
Committee. ‘ 

Lord Cranworth on practical grounds 
announced that he would vote against the 
bill. Jt was very creditable to have soft 
hearts, but he ventured to hope that the 
majority of their lordships would not com- 
bine soft hearts with soft heads. 

‘the Earl of Feversham, speaking on 
behalf of the Government, said that the 
manufacturers of steel traps deserved some 
consideration. If that branch of our export 
trade was suppressed. our present customers 
would simply buy them elsewhere. Before 
legislation of this character was passed, 
further investigation was clearly desirable,

WORK AND STYLE 
OF TINTORETTO 


LECTURE BY DR. N. 
PEVSNER

R. N. PEVSNER, Research Fellow in 
the University of Birmingham, lec- 
tured on the Venetian Painter, Jacopo 

Tintoretto, in the Graduates’ Memorial 

Building of Trinity College, Dublin, yester- 

day. he lecture was illustrated with lan- 

tern views. 

The Provost presided, and introduced Dr. 

Pevsner, who, he said, came to them from 

Birmingham, to which he had come from 

Gottingen, to lecture upon the history of the 

fine arts. The study of the Arts had been 

cultivated there, and he would show them 
that in art they had a good deal to learn 
from Germany. In addition, Dr. Pevsner 
had come amongst them with recommenda- 
tions from Mr. Thomas Bodkin, and they 
could infer from his remarks the necessity 

of introducing art into secular subjects in a 

university. 

Dr. Pevsner, in the course of his lecture, 

said that the period to which he would 

refer was an exciting one in the history of 

Italy, when there was a new departure in 

criticism against established forms. The 

eyes of the Italians were beginnin 

opened to the beauties of nature, Mi of art, 
in the dignity and the power of man. The 
eople were changing in their views of art, 

Casces and science. A number of councils 

ie held, and the end of medizvalism 
seemed near in the struggle that ensued. A 

new era was dawning, and there was a re- 
action which was followed by a revival. 

New religious orders were founded, and the 

Council of Trent had met. 


HIS ACHIEVEMENT 


The period of the artistic work of. Tin- 
toretto extended from 1545 to 1584, and in 
that time he infused the spirit of the Renais-. 
sance into his compositions, which for the 
most part were masterpieces in harmony of 
colour and happiness of expression. His life 
was mostly spent in Venice, 
To help the audience to an understanding 
of Tintoretto’s artistic genius, the lecturer 
showed a number of slides on the screen. 
The subjects of which the artist treated, he 
said, were sacred and human, and to his 
compositions he gave the touch of magic. 
Dr. Pevsner proceeded to dwell upon the 
qualities of the power of Tintoretto in con- 
trast with those of Titian, and said that in 
them there was a complete balance in the 
age of their unity and development. 
The picture that made the fame of Tin- 
toretto was exhibited on the screen, and Dr. 
Pevsner alluded to some remarkable facts 
about the style of the painter, which, he said, 
was adorned with the spirit of the Renais- 
sance. He asked the audience to realise how 
extremely difficult it was for the artist to 
embody the ideals of the Renaissance in what 
he had achieved. A clear scheme of compo- 
sition, however, was attained by him, and 
there was a structural harmony of its spirit 
in conjunction with spirit of thé age expressed 
in the groupings of the artist. 

The thanks of the audience were conveyed 
to the lecturer by the Provost, and the pro- 
ceedings terminated.

The essayist held that 
missionaries must recognise and understand 
the true and good in other religions, so as to 
appropriate their kindred elements—e.g., 
from Hinduism we may learn the art of 
meditation and the factor of unworldliness.

Financial and. political events in Europe 
were partly responsible for the small volume 


ef business transacted-on the London Stock 
Markets yesterday, as speculators were loath 


to open up fresh commitments until the 


oullook is clearer, and, although the Indus- 
trial market continued cheerful and provided 
many bright features, the tone as a whole 
was uncertain. 

Sentiment in the gilt-edged section was 
atiected by the growing belief that munici- 
pal and corporation borrowing will be re- 
sumed in the near future, and, with support 


at a low ebb, stocks continued to decline. 
There was a rally towards the close,. how- 
ever, and slight recoveries were made, but 
at the finish most issues were below their 
previous jevels Trading in the Foreign 
Rond Market was within narrow limits, and 
the tendency irregular. French Fours rallied 


sharply to 263, but movements in other Euro- | 


pean descriptions were generally adverse. 
Argentine issues attracted attention, and im- 
proved, while Brazilians continued firm, and 
Japanese 54 per cent. were supported. 

Dealers in British Rail stocks had a quiet

DISCOUNTS SCALED DOWN. 

Active conditions again prevailed in the 
London Foreign Exchange market yesterday, 
when further developments in the" French 
financial crisis resulted in a heavy turnover 
and wide fluctuation in the principal ex- 
changes Reports from Paris on Monday 
evening. revealing the French Government's 
determination to maintain the franc at its 
precent gold parity, were reflected in an im- 
provement in the currency when the market 
Opened yesterday. This was accentuated 
soon after midday, when-the news of a 
further sharp increase in the French bank | 
rate was received. A reaction followed, and 
during the afternoon fresh selling developed, 
only occasional intervention by the London 
authorities enabling the franc to finish a 
shade firmer against the £ on the day. Most 
of the other Euronean gold currencies 
showed a slightly firmer tendency against the 
franc. At the safhe time there was some 
anxiety on the part of speculators to reduce 
their commitments, and discounts on the 
French france were rapidly scaled down, while 
discounts on most of the other gold bloc 
currencies were also somewhat lower.

SMALL SURPLUS LAST

There was a surplus in the British account 


last week of £157,951 according to the 
returns issued last night. This compared 
with a surplus in the corresponding week ot 
last year of £2,047,929. For the seven days 
ended last Saturday, ordinary revenue totalled 
£7,101,048, compared with £6,601,058, while 
expenditure amounted to £6,943,097, against 
£4,555,129. The current deficit stands at 
£17,821,432, compared with £14,036,474. So 
far this year revenue has totalled £87,458,829, 
against £84,734,575 at this time last year, 


expenditure amounts to £105,280,261, 


against £98,771,049. 


Of individual items of income. Customs 


receipts showed the biggest increase last week, 
the figure being £4,862,000, against £3,579,000 
in the corresponding week of 1934. Income 
tax receipts totalled £4,000, inst £57,000, 
surtax £190,000, against ,000; death 
duties £1,470,000, against £1,350,000; stamps 
£280,000, against £440,000, and Excise 
£600,000, against £568,000.
